= =, Everett bad lived, we suppose neither
8aore ¥y Stanton would hnve bad the honor of
decliv. 2g, nor Mr, Bancrolt (as & second cholos)
of nceepting, (he lnvitation to deliver the oration
before the two Houses of Congress, Probably,
on the whole, no fitter cholee than Mr. Bancroft
could have been made. Mr. Pescher would
have given & speech of more pathos: but his
close identifioation with the extroeme wing of one
of our political prrites rendered his selection
unsultable,

A man may be very abio, and yet not appear
to ndvautsge in a show oration on g commeng-
ralive occamion, But there is no necessary fn-
compatibility between great gesernl abilities and
excellence in this kind of etort; which, supar-
ndded to foree ot intellect, requires depth ol
mornl earnesine-s and tervor ol soul (whioh Mr,
Bauncrolt has not), snd some expangivences of
imagination (which he has). Mr, Webster was
almost as grest, on such occasions, as he was in
power ol statement and cogency of logle in
debate, Mr. Bancroil, who is sequainted wih
the immortal productions of the grest Bossuet,
needs no proot thal genius of the highest order
cati find tull seope in an oration commemora-
tivé of the doad. 1f he has failed, 1t is not be-
cauge the oconsion did not admit of excellence,
but because Lhe orafor was not equal to it

In one respect Mr, Baneroft was in s false po-
sition, The chiet thing jor which President
Lincoln will be remembered being hus Proclama-
tion o1 Emancipation, the extinction of slavery
properly forms the capital topie of Mr, Ban-
croit's discourse, llut s own parsonal relation
to that question has been contradictory and
equivocal, 1l our memory serves us, Mr. Ban-
orofl wis n delegate fiom Massachusetts to the
Demsoeratic National Couvention held st Daltl-
niore kn 18445 und actively co-opersted in the
successful effort there maie by the slaveholding
intercel to slaugbter that wise and forecasting
state man, Mortin Van Buren, for bis opposition
to the annexation of Texus, This notion of onr
historlan was o violation of gratitude and of
congistency. To President Van Buren he had
been indebled for the luerative post of Colleo.
tor of the port ot Boston,

In some historienl speculations, afterwards
publihed in bis **Misceilanies,” he had inveighed
with ereal pomp of words agninst human sluvery
in the ancient republics, But If he was ungrate-
ful and weonstant, he was (judging by a valaar
politician’s standard) well pud,  President Polk,
who came in by My, Van Buren's defeut, remein-
bered Mr, Bancroit's gervices, and made him first
Fecretlary of the Navy, and alterwards Mimster
1o England. That, with such a record, he can
now stand up belore the country to pronounce a
panegyric on emsancipation, betokens s want of
depth and sincerity.  We sugpect this lack to be
the source ot the frotby grandilogoence which
15 the besetting sin of all Mr. Baneroft's produc-
tions,

Even in so simple a thing as the form of words
by which he necosts s audience, he does not
avoid his babitusl bad taste, aopd makes the
expression n great deal broader than the foct,
“Snators, Representatives, of Ameriea” Awme-
rica congists 0! the whole coutineat, from the
Arctic Oc¢ean to Terra del Fuego. This whole
orat on, and indeed all Mr, Bancrolt's writiogy,
abound in this Kind ol faglt,.  He has occaslon,
for examp'e, to s=ay that the only books read by
Mr, Lincoln in hie boyhood were the Bivle,
“Alsop's Fables,” and the “Pilgrim's Progress;”
but he cannot tell ths simple and wteresting lact
without bedizening and overlnging it with taw-

phruses wbout Asntic, (irm:g. Latin, Me-
dmeval, and English literature. Iere w Mr.
Bancroft's chaste way ot saying it:—*0f Aslatic
liternture he know only the Bible; of Greek,
Laun, and Mudweval, no more than ‘Adsop’s
Fables;' ot English, John Bunyau's ‘Pilgrim's
Progress,’ "
. Ind Mr, Bancroft think he was communieating
fny injormation, in telling the educated audience
he addressed that i young Abraham Lincoln's
three books were classed an 50 extens.ve a gcale
88 {o incluae all known literatures, they would
be found, on due inquiry, to belong to the di
visions he assigns thein 7 1 such stull’ be meant
a8 decoration, it i# manvlsctured of chenp mate-
rinls., Any mmelligent school-boy could have
furnished thom; as any schooleivl might the
following stilied piece of deseription:—“The
Ihmbermen sprang lorward from the forests, the
mechanics 1rom thewr benches, where they had
boen tramed by the exercise ol politieal righis
1o share the lite and hope of the republic, to
feel their responsibility to their forefatbhors, their
posterity, mud imunkind, went forth, resolved
thut thelr dignity a8 n constituent part of this
republic should not be impaned, Farmers and
sons of {prmers left the lnnd but hall ploaghead,
the I;‘.:I am but hall planted, snd taking up the
muske', lrarned 1o foce withount fear the presence
of peril aod the coming ol death in the shocls
of war, while their hearts were still attracted to
the chiarms of their rural life and all the tonder
affections ol home,”

Let uny intelligent reader, after having gone
attentively through Mr. Bancroft's oration, lay
it down, and sttempt to recall all. the ideas that
are pew, and worth knowtng, which he has found
in it, Except the marvellous assertion inat Tur
got was the auihor of the Monroa Doetrine, his
new knowledee, we suspect, will umonnt to very
little; and this pscertion about Toargot will be
found on o cloge serutiny to be only nnother of
Mr, Bancroit’s attempts to make a Lalliputian

head seem ol enormous dunensions by coy-
ering it with a Brobdignagida wig. The

Moproe Doctrine excludes all Buropean Uovern-
ments rom new attempts to colonize tols conti-
nent: Turgot was for withholding only France.
The voluntary abstention of France, tor domes-
tic ressons peculiar Lo hersell, will strke most
people as quite a ditferent thing from our wara-
ing off all the European powers, because, for
reqeons pertaining solely to this coutinent, we
wigh it

Mr, Buneroft's pompouns and elaborate intro-
dugtion reminds us of Carlyle's figure of half a
cubie mch of soup beaten up, by the aid of &
brush snd u little waler, to a puncheon of
lather, Its leadine thought 18 neither new nor
happily developed, That the soceession of events
is ot tortuitous, but depends on causes, and is
superintended by Providence, is all there 1< of
it, when atripped of the literury finery in which
Mr. Bancroit has enveloped it; a very old so-
quaintubes dressed up fur 8 masked ball,

The most labored passage, and in Mr, Ban-
croft’'s vetimation, evidendly the ehef ornpment
of his discourse, 18 his stately snd orpate con-
trast between Mr. Lincoln and—Lord Palmer-
ston! It total wunt of resemblance were the
oniy thing needed to fornish materals for a
string of (his kind ot antithises, Lord Palmer-
ston would auswer; but not betier than balt n
score of other Buropean stutesmen, any ong of
whom might be taken us a venture, Such paral-
lels, even when the object 18 contrast, saounld
have enough of resemblance to make the sug-
gestion natural, We can compare Napoleon
with Frederick: Mirabeau with Fox; Wash-
jnglon with  Willlam  the Silent; Thiers
with Muckunlay. without olfending o senac of
fitness.  Bul who, till My, Bancrott, ever thought
of rupning out an claborate parallel between
Lincoln ana Palmerstont This comparson is
not suggested to Mr, Baneroft by the chmraclers
ot .the two men, but by thelr dying the same year,
Had it not been lor this insigniticant chrono-
logleal secident, it could not have occeurred even
to Lim. [t attords, however, a charncteristio
lustrition of his prurient tendency to desert
truth and pature in pursuit of turgid literary
clap-irap. :

A great writer, likea great soculptor, chiscla
down s matter into close conformity to his
conceptton, 11 the sculptor hms occasion to
represent o horae, e gives epirlt to every haly
which seeme (o fiy mthie winag, he clothes the
antmal’s neck with thunder, and fills his nos.
trils with fre, by what he takes away. It is
aninferior artist who would think of recom-
mending Lis work 10 admiration by putilng on

udy iruppings und eaparisons, It is only

LETTER FROM MAJOB-OENERAL JOHN W, GRARY, TH
FAYOR OF PROTEBUTION TO NVERY BDRANUH OF
HOME LANOR,

The following letter from Major General Jokn
W, Geary will be rond with warked stiontion by
the people of the entire Commonwealth, evino-
ing, as it does, noble regard for the interests and

prosperity of the pursuits of pesceful labor, nhd
| declaring in favor of that protection trom which,
ulone, the Government can derive the necessiry
reveppe for ite support, without resorting to
direct and oppressive taxation:—

o the Editor of The Evening 1 elegraph :—

Sir:—As I am constaotly in receipt of many
letters, neking anbstantially the same question,
pamely, Whether I am n favor of a4 protective
tarili, 1 desire to uvall myself of your widely
arculated journal tor the purpose of briefly
expressing my opioion upon this subject,

I um in favor of the enconragement of Home
Todusiry, nnd of extending such protection w
[ Americon manuluctures as will mnke us entirely

independent of sany foreign counntry, Our true
| policy snonld be to supply our wants, 8o thr ag
we oan, from our own resources, thus wiving
remurerative employment 1o our own people,
ingtead of reducing their wages, by compelling
them to attempt to compote with the 1ll-1mla
labor of Europe.

By means of o protective tarifl we develop the
resources of our country, increase the value of
property, open up new sourtes ol weslth, muitl-
wly the pursuits ot industry, cresate a good mar-
ket tor all kinds of agricultural prodacis; tna
word, we sel in motion & system which, white it
benetits all olasses of the community, does no in-
jury to any. Nature has beon lavish of hor eifts
tous, Sho has given us mountains of iron, inex.
haustible fields of coal, n bounteous sapply of
the precious metals, while our soil and climato
are capable of producing almost every variety
found in the vegetubie kingdom. American
geniug and enterprise have given to \he world
mort of those grand inventions in machinery,
through whose sgency the world has been revo-
lutlonized,

It would secm thut we possess wll of the ele.
ments to make vs a great and independent
pation, To lunore the existence of these grent
nutural advaotages §s to be blind to our own
interests ; to faul to improve them, and to profit
hy them, i8 to pursue a snicidal policy, The
interest on a portion of our national debt must
be paid in coin. Is it wise to deplete the coun-
try ot all the specie it produees annually, and to
cut otl the fountain which supplies us with a
hundred millions of revenue? To attempt this
policy is to render ourselves nnable to pay the
interest upon the public aept, snd which, in the
end, would corcpel us to resort Lo mpudhatlun.
The wan who expends three times us much as
he earns will soon be reduced to beguary,
Natlons cannot escape disuster unless they con-
duct ther aflairs upon the basis ol sound prac-
tioal wisdom.

Tosum up this great questlon, in brief, T think
that protection to every branch ol our in-hlntr)-
13 imperatively domdndea and ought to be sdvo-
cated by every true Irtend of onr country,

CuLvERTING.~—The prolonged rain storm
of the lust few days, sdaed to the melving of a
great body of snow, has caused cousiderable
damage to property in Camden, Tne best iound-
ations will become injured whea repeatedly
water-sopked. Amde from this, the healih and
repmiation o1 the city must sutler in the eatima-
tion of strangers, who are often deterred from
settling among us, or from investing in real
ertile.  Why @ system of general drainaee s not
adopted or enforead by the City Councils is a
matter of wonder, for the owners of property
pay for it—not the city, Last year the citizens
on Mickle, Stevens, and Second strest petitioned
and obinined the passage of an ordiuance to
conetruet culverts on the streets named: but the
work was put off uniil too late to complete it
before winter set in. Owing to the !ndhl‘ehmw
or neglect of the City Burveyor or the Strect
Comunttee of Midile Ward the residents of those
streeta are made not only to suter great incou-
venience, but congiderable loss, Walls are weak-
ened, oors are rotted, and property destroyed,
This 15 an injury which the sutlerers owe to the
pputhy of the City Councils, for the petition was
presented in ample time to have the work com-
pleted Inet 1all,

A Cuniosity Snor.— Visitors to Salem
would be well repaid by a visit to the shaviog
and halr-dressing establishment of Mr, John
Builey, near the Nelson House, not only for
the luxuries derived ifrom his art, bot to look
upon the store of curiosities collected. Mr.
Builey s quite an antiguarian o tste, and his
museum contiins rare relics of the past.  Indian
trophies, historicnl reminigcences, rare old docu-
ments, snclens books, magazioes, aod papers of
the sixteenth and seventeenth centuries, in-
cludmg gome of the firat papers published in the
colonies, ete.

His
remurks were followed by a beautiful hymn,
sung by thotwelve Iutle girls trom the Home
for Little Wanderers, New York. Prayer was
then offerad by Rev. Dr. Stork, alter which the
first Report of the Advising Commities was read
by A. M. Spangler,

care of thewr children during thelr absence,
would be unable o earn n subsistence. These
ohildren, ns well as permanant boarders, are red
and taught during the day: the transicat ones
being takon to thelr homes by the mothers on
their return from work in the evemng, and the
permanent ones lodgiog in the Howe, The food
18 substantinol and nutritons, ns well as abundant.
The bouge, although not s well adapled Lo the
purposes of such an institution as s desirable,
was the best that, under the clroumstances,
cotld be secured,

The preangements of the kitchen, bed, sohool,
and play-rooms, are as complete as could be
expecten,  Cleauliness and order mark every
department, The children are thught daily, in
the school-room, by competent teachers, the
instructions belug of a etrictly moral and reli-
fmus charscler, coupled with which are lessons

n rewing, singing, ete,  The ehildren appear
contented and oappy, and mve marked evidence
ol improvement. The report of the Treasorer
is 648 tollows:—Cash receipts from December 20,
18¢6, the date ot the first donation, t Feh.
ruary 12, 1866, 8356501, Expended during the
same period, $2114+40, Leaviog n balauee ot
$14061°01,

10 addition to the above a number of valuable
donations of tuel, eclothing, groceries, broad,
milk, ete,, were received, The Committee huve
inguired earelully into the sysiem adopted by
the Buperintendent nud lis ads in disponsing
out-door as well as in-door reliel, The Coni-
mitiee tike pleasure o stiating that the duty
hus bean judiciously and impartally performed,
Specinl donations for specific purposes hove
in all eases been disbursed in complinuce with
the wishes of rhe donovs. The institution is
entirely free from sectaruan bias, nearly every
denomwination in the eity being represented
through its officers and committer, The work-
ing force of the Home as at prosent coustbuted
consisis ot a Superintendent, Aagistant Superin-
tendent, Matron, clerk, two teachers, n lady
physician, lour nilesiouaries, housekeeper, and
two persons who superintend the bath and
laundry.

Rev, W, D. Siegfried, the founder of the Home
in this city, nddressed the atdience, reviewing
the operations o the Home and the circum-
stances under which it was organized,

Another song was sung by the htile girls, after
which the audience was addreseed by the Hon,
Oliveér Dyer, of Brooklyp, who in a graphie
manner desceribed his visit, on last Saturday
night, to some of the most noted localities of
vice and poverly in our ¢ity, The visit was made
for the express puroose of supplying fuets tor the
considerntion ol the mecting. s remarks were
hstened to with breathless sttention. Doubtless
many of those present were inclined to doubt toe
corroctness of come of bis statoments; but it was
apparent to all who are tamiliar with the locali-
ties degenbed, that, <o far trom exagzeration, his
dotails, graplic os they were, fell far short of the
actual fncts,

Rev. C. W. Van Meter was next introduced,
and, in a speech of the most thrilling character,
riveled the attention and aroused the sympa-
thies of the audience., Taking in his prms n
sweet little girl of fony years, one of the “Little
Wanderera” from the Home in South street, he
appealed to the audience in behalf of the thou-
sands such as she whom this and other wstls
tutions of kindred character were striving to
reacue from the eluteh of the destrover, There was
#n clogquence in the appearance of this pretty child
which snbdued evers heact, and when Mz, Vau
Meter appenled to the mothers andfathers present,
asking thom, in the name and for the sake ot
thelr own offpring, to aid o holding up the
bands ot those who were so falthinily endeavor-
ing to give homes, food, and ¥education to those

woor litle ones, the appenl was irresistibie,
'l'hvri.- was scarcely a dry eye in that immense
uudience. The right chord had bren touched,
All the sympathies of parents present went out
towards that little child and her companions,
and g substuntinl expression was glven to thait
sympathy inthe shu}m ol contributions amount-
ing to #2500, as nearly as ¢an be computed. At
the clove of Mr, Van Meter's remarks, another
cheerful song was sung by the nttle givls, durine
which the children from the Home in South
gtreet were brought to the front of the stage,
where the aundience bad a fawr opportunity ot
secing what hos already been accomplished
there,

They were all neatly clad, and looked com.
fortabie and happvy. Whon it {8 rememberod
that less thaun sixty davs ango nearly every one
ol these children wis an inmule ol some dismal
cellur or cheerloss parret, surrounded with
every ingentive to vice, and with no redeeming
influenees, it needed noi the cloguenee o Mr,
Van Meter, or the graphic deseriplions of Mr,
Dyer, to coayvinee the sudience that the
work was a pood one, demuanding the
carvest, heartfell supporl and encouragement
of every Christinn mun and woman; and that
guch support will be cxtendad this praiseworthy
Institution, there cannot be & doubt, Our oiti-
zéns will not suller o work o auspiolously bogun,
a0 vompletely successhul In it very inttiation,
to langnish lor want of the means neccssary
not only to sustam it n s present condition,
but to enlarge its sphere of uselulness by oo
b larging its (pcilities. In o word, the Home for
Litile Wanderers may, from this doy henceforth
be l‘i'gllllll!d ns one of the pormsuent und
l‘.l’ll‘l!“"\\'ﬂrth}‘ charities of aur ool oity,

The closing speech was wade by Charles E,
Lex, Fsy,, who urged upon the audience the
imporiance of sustaining the enterprise, After
the singing oi another bymun, in {ue chorus of
